Storker 
Storkerson is here en route to Banff. 
A member of the famous Steffansen 
expedition and second in command to 


Steffansen, he {s on his way to his 
chief to submit reports on the 6ix 
months of observation conducted in 
1918 in the ice floes of the Baufort 
Sea. 

And Storker Storkersen looks weil 
and tells interesting stories of the 
north as only one of his kind can 
tell His trin was unnprovocative he 
says.

Forelgn Minister Balfour, the 
“white paper” continues, in acknow- 
ledging the pope's note, indicated that 
until the central empires and their 
allies stated officially how far they 
were willigg to go in the matter of re- 
paration and restitution, and re- 
nounced their war aims and offered 
effective guarantees against a repet!- 
tion of the horrors of the war, the 
British government considered it 
most unlikely any progress toward 
peace could be made. The French 
government intimated that its views 
coimcided with those expressed by 
Mr. Balfour. 

Dr. George Michaelis, then German 
chancellor, replying for Germany, 
subscribed to the idea af enforced ar- 
bitration, the limitation of arma- 
ments and freedom of the seas, but 
sald no word on the subject of evacu- 
ation of Belgium or France or Bel- 
gian independence, Ile merely ex- 
pressed readiness for peace on con- 
ditions compatible ywith justice and 
corresponding to the situation, 

This and the Austrian reply, which 
was similarly couched, were sent to 
Premier Lioyd George and formaliy 
acknowledged There the matter 
ended, the “white paper” says.

Attends Regafta at Quidividi Lake 
and Witnesses Big Annual

St. John’s, Nfd., Aug. 18, — The 
shores of Quidividi Lake, two miles 
from Bt. John’s, where g few weeks 
ago crowds gathered to watch the 
start of the first successful non-stop 


trans-Atlantic airplane filght, wero 
again thronged with enthusiastic 
Newfoundlanders todav when the 


Prince of Wales on his visit to this 
colony went to the lake for the an- 
nual regatta. In witnessing the re- 
gatta, a feature of summer life here 
for nearly 70 years, the prince was 
following in the footsteps of his 
grandfather, who was the guest of 
honor at a similar event 60 years ago. 
Particularly appropriate was the 
presence of the Prince of Wales of 
today, for 
the event, which had been abandoned 
during the period of hostilities.

TO WASHINGTON 


Former of State for 
Foreign Affairs to Be Am- 
bassador Temporarily 


London, Aug. 18.—Viscount Grey, 
former British secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, has agreed to repre- 
sent the British government at Wash- 
ington pending the appointment of a 
permanent ambassador.

Viscount Grey (Sir Edward Grey) 
comes to the United States to repre- 
sent the British government after a 
brilliant career as head of the Brit 
ish foreign office, 
in the momentous political affairs of 
Europe he was secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. On several occasions 
during that period it was the Initla- 
tive of Bir Edward Gre 
the gathering clouds of war to dis- 
appear. It was he who made the 
last effort to prevent the great Euro- 
pean war when he urged the ambass- 
adors of the leading powers to meet 
and discuss the aituation in an at- 
tempt to put off hostilities. Ills ef- 
forts failed through the attitude of 
the German government and the Ger- 
man emperor,
